RYVES’ COMET PHOTOGRAPHED 
WITH 40-INCH TELESCOPE 


Observatory Director Says It Was) 


Within 7,000,000 Miles of 
Sun Aug. 25. 
By the Associated Press. 

WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., Oct. 10. 
—Astronomers have photographed 
Ryves’ comet through the great 
telescope of Yerkes Observatory. 
The telescope is a 40-inch refrac- 
tor. 

So close is this comet to the sun 
that the astronomers had to wait 
until to just before dawn to get 
the picture. They succeeded yes- 
terday shortly before the sun came 
over the horizon. 

The comet, named after its dis- 
coverer, P. M. Ryves, a British 
astronomer living in Spain, has 
been near the syn for two months. 

“The comet,” said Director Ed- 
win B. Frost, “at its closest ap- 
proach was within 7,000,000 miles 
of the sun. It was nearest the sun 
Aug. 25 and so far as I know it 
was not seen since Aug. 19 until 
yesterday.

MOST OF THE TIME 


Recognizes No One With Possi- 
ble Exception of Wife, 
Doctor Reports.

WEST ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 19. 


Dr. Hubert S. Howe announced to- 
day that Thomas A. Edison had 


taken no nourishment for the past 
24 hours, that he was in an almost 
constant stupor and that he no 


longer recognized anyone with the 
possible exception of his wife. 

Dr. Howe's formal morning bul- 
letin, which he amplified in con- 
versation with reporters, follows: 

“Mr. Edison had a restless night 
but there is little noticeable change 
and his clinical condition is about 
the same as yesterday.” 

From his present semiconscious 
condition, Dr. Howe said, it would 
be possible for Edison to slip into 
a coma almost without warning. 
But the physician said he did’ not 
expect this to happen for some 
time, 

‘‘About the only change in his 
condition,” Dr. Howe said, “is that 
it is increasingly difficult for him 
to take nourishment. He has had 
nothing in the last 24 hours. In 
the preceding 24 hours he had six 
teaspoonfuls of cereal. 

“He is not taking any liquids, 
which are very necessary if the 
uremic poisoning is to be kept from 
spreading through his system.” 

Dr. Howe branded as “a lot of 
nonsense” statements by Mr. Edi- 
son’s barber that the inventor had 
recognized him yesterday. 

“Mr. Edison recognizes nobody, 
save possibly his wife,” the doctor 
said. i 

The patient was so weak, Dr. 
Howe said, that, even after he had 
been carried to his chair, he was 
able to sit up only a few minutes. 
He added that so far today Mr. 
Edison had not indicated a desire 


to be moved.

DECISION TO 
CUT WAGES 
OF CAR MEN 


Former Mayor Says Ruling 
of Majority of Arbitrators 
Implies Standard of Liv- 
ing for Workers That Is 
Shockir ig. 


““BARE SUSTENANCE” 
POLICY DENOUNCED 


Asserts Evidence Should 
Convince Any Fair Mind- 
ed Person Old Scale Bare- 
ly Meets Reasonable Min- 
imum Requirements. 


In a dissenting opinion made 
public today, former Mayor Henry 
W. Kiel sharply assails the “bare 
sustenance” standard of living 
adopted, in effect, by the majority 
of the Arbitration Board in justify- 
ing the Public Service Co.’s 10 per 
cent cut in rate of wages. 

Kiel was the arbitrator chosen 
by the Street Car Men’s Union, the 


other two members, who joined in 
approving and making effective the 
wage cut, being E. J. Miller, a man- 
ufacturer, chosen by the company, 
and former Circuit Judge Harry 
E. Sprague, chairman, chosen by 
the other two. 

The majority finding, made pub- 
lic yesterday, will save the Public 
Service Co. about $430,000 in wages 
and salaries from Oct. 1 to next 
May 20, when the present working 
contract expires and beyond which 
time the arbitration award will not 
be effective. 

As was told yesterday, the ma- 
jority of the board brushed aside 
the “minimum health agd decency 
living standard” set up by the un- 
ion, and then upon the showing of 
financial distress of the company 
justified the wage cut as the only 
means of “preventing receliver- 
ship” and keeping the strect rail- 
way system in the hands of its 
present owners. 

“Wages Barel, Sufficient.” 
Kiel said, in his opinion: 
“Giving due consideration te 

what is required of the men here 
involved, and making aNowance for 
the drop in cost of living, the evi- 
dence would conclusvely convince 
any fair-minded person that their 
wages are now barely sufficient to 
meet reasonable living require- 
ments. 

“The majority of the Board of 
Arbitrators state in their opinion 
that ‘if a minimum wage means the 
sum necessary to keep a wage earn- 
er and his family from want, from 
becoming through inadequate hous- 
ing and sustenance, charges on s0- 
clety, the majority of this board 
heartily agree with that principle.’ 
(That is, that a minimum living 
wage should be paid, regardless of 
the company’s financial condi- 
tion). 3 

“In the humble opinion of the 
minority, the meager standard of 
existence implied by that statement 
is shocking. Contrast this stand- 
ard adopted by the majority with 
the following view of the Industrial 


Commission of Colorado: “By a liv- 


ing wage we mean a wage sufficient 


to supply a decent living for himscif 
and family; enough to educate his 
children in the manner 
every American child should be ed- 
ucated; enough to secure a little 
pleasure in living, and ‘something 
left to set aside when old age 
comes and he can toll no longer.”

SUBURBS GROWING 
FASTER THAN CITIES, 
CENSUS INDICATES 


30 Pct. of Population in Met- 
ropolitan Areas in Outlying 
Towns. 


By the Associated Press. 
WABHINGTON, Oct. 10. — 


Thirty and six-tenths per cent of 
the population of large metropoli- 
tan centers live outside the city 
limits, , 

This was calculated by the 
Census Bureau today after a study 
of 1930 statistics of the 95 cities 
whose population, plus that of ad- 
jacent urban territory, amount to 
100,000 or more each. 

The aggregate population of the 
95 districts is 54,589,972, which is 
44.5 per cent of the total popula- 
tion of continental United States. 

The Census Bureau found that 
the outside area constituted almost 
nine-tenths of the total area and 
that the population of suburbs 
was growing more rapidly than 
that of the central cities. 

In addition to the central cities, 
all adjacent territory having a 
density of not less than 150 in- 
habitants per square mile was in- 
cluded in the figures,

Food and Farm Prices. 
To the Kuditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

PAID 19 cents an ear for corn in the 

past summer, which is at the rate of 
$10 a bushel, During the same time 
grocers in Kansgs City paid farmers at 
the rate of 1 cent for a dozen ears, less 
than 10 cents a bushel. 

People in St. Louis pay almost as 
much for a loaf of bread with wheat at 
“5 cents a bushel as they did when wheat 
sold at $2 a bushel. 

Peaches were so abundant this season 
that farmers gave them away at the 
orchards, but in St. Louis I paid 10 cents 
for three peaches in fruit stores and in 
the restaurants 10 cents for one peach, 
while some of the restaurants cut @ 
peach pie into eight pieces and sold it 
at 10 cents a cut. 

Eggs the past summer sold as low as 
6 cents a dozen within a few miles of 
St. Louis, and at the same time I paid 
at the rate of 60 cents a dozen, an ad- 
vance of 900 per cent over the price re- 
ceived by farmers. 

I paid a few days ago in a popular 
St. Louis restaurant 5 cents for one 
potato, while market quotations on the 
same day were 60 cents a bushel] for 


potatoes. | 
Tomatoes are quoted at 20 cents @ 


bushel, but the cost to me is 10 cents 
for two. 

A baby bun with a wafer of ham is 
sold in a St. Louis chain restaurant for 
5 cents, the same price which pre- 
vailed for a eal 
wheat was $2 a bushel and hogs more 
than twice the present price. 

The price of shirts in St. Louis with 
eotton 7-cents a pound is higher than 
when cotton sold at 21 cents. 

I remember when a_ farmer's wife 
pought cloth for a dress with five dozen 
eggs; but let her try it now, even though 
the shrinkage in the length of dresses 
exceeds by far the depreciation in the 
price of eggs. 

It is mg opinion that if the Federal 
‘arm Board, at the time of its organiza- 
tion, had undertaken a sane and compre- 
hensive plan for the distribution of prod- 
ucts of the farm to consumers in indus- 
trial and metropolitan centers, 
would now be receiving twice the pres- 
ent price for their products, with con- 
sumers paying half the present price. 

I suggest that if the Federal Farm 
Board will suspend its “speculative” 
activities and get down to a practical 
system for distribution of farm products 
to domestic consumers, it will absorb the 
surplus and at the same time solve an 
economic problem for both producers 
and consumers at a cost to the Govern- 
ment much less than the hundreds of 
millions it has already wasted on a “no- 
ble experiment.” 

I am sure that with the adoption of 
such plan, prosperity would immediately 
abandon its hiding place “just around the 


corner” with the Hoover administration’s |.

AND SO TO THE END. 
Two of the three men who have been arbitrating 
the street railway wage dispute decide that the 10 
per cent reduction asked by the company is neces- 
sary in order to keep the operation of the prop- 
erty in the hands of the pSesent management. That 
is, we are sorry to say, all there is to it, notwith- 
standing the public is net in the slightest danger of 
having street car service suspended jf the property 
is opetated for its creditors. 
The Public Service Co, bought the property at pul- 


lic auction and borrowed money with which to swing |, 


the deal. The manner in which it acquired the street 
car system and undertook to exploit it by extending 
its franchise was properly characterized by Mayor 
Miller three years ago fn his letter to Chairman 
Watts of the Reorganization Committee. The Mayor 
said it was a private deal, not in the interest of the 
public, and so it was. The majority verdict in tlie 
wage dispute is justified by those making it upon the 
score that unless the wages of the street car employes 
are reduced the company will go into the hands of a 
receiver. These gentlemen do not say how long wage 
reductions in the service are going to keep the prop- 
erty out of the hands of a receiver. They merely 
content themselves with the assurance that within 
the remaining seven and one-half months of the 
wage contract between the company and its employes 
the present operators of the property will continue to 
control it. That is, having brought the property to 
its knees with their dubious financial] practices, the 
company wants the employes to take a cut in pay 
to help it out. This vicious circle must, of ¢ourse, 
soon come to an’ end. . 

The arbitrators say the wage cut is “so convincing- 
ly necessary to keep» the property in operation by 
the company.” Well, who or what is “the company” 
—that is, the St. Louis Public Service Co.? Why, 
the Public Service Co. is merely the agent or out- 
post of the City Utilities Co., the New York hold- 
ing company, of which J. K. Newman is president, 
and in which the great North American holding com- 
pany is a large stockholder and important influence. 
Now what is City Utilities Co.’s actual cash in- 
vestment in “the company” which it controls and 
which latter company the arbitrators say should be 
kept in operation of.the street car property, even 
at the expense of wages? That cash investment may 
be understood from these figures: 

The City Utilities Co. bought 38 per cent of St. 
Louis Public Service Co. voting stock—which stock 
alone gives it control, regardless of any ownership of 
preferred stock or possible bonds. The holders of all 
the common stock put into the treasury of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., when that company was 
organized, approximately $4,225,000 in exchange for 
their stock. ‘Therefore the 38 per cent holding of 
City Utilities Co. represents an investment of ap- 
proximately $1,605,100, plus a comparatively small 
amount of preferred stock. 

The arbitrators, of course, do not say their award 
of a wage cut is necessary to keep the property in 
operation. They say it is “convincingly necessary to 
keep the property in operation by the company.” 

A receivership, which the board finds would be im- 
minent should the company fail to pay its 6 per cent 
interest on its $10,000,000 bank loan, and which the 
arbitrators conceive it to be their “imperative duty” 
to prevent, would, of course, not result in failure to 
operate the property. It would merely mean a change 
in the operators. Then, what is the award designed 
to accomplish? First, to prevent a “receivership of 
this property during the present crisis,” and, second, 
“to keep the property in operation by the company.” 

How long the cut in wages will be effective to 


stave off receivership the arbitrators hazard no guess. | 


But their statement of the company’s financial af- 
fairs affords no basis for expectation that it will he 
effective indefinitely. In any event, the board’s 
award is binding on the parties, the company and the 
men, only until next May, less than a year. The net 
result of the arbitrators’ decision then will be merely 
to keep the mass transportation in St. Louis in the 
hands of the men who brought it to its present sorry 
state; to give J. K. Newman and his associate pro- 
moters a short respite for their great profiteering 
scheme, which already has failed. 
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DEATH STAYS THE SCULPTOR’S HAND. 

The bequest of Daniel Chester French thwarts ap- 
praisal. He was the classic spirit among us, and the 
essence of classicism is immortality. Because he 
lived and worked through 81 years, the embattled 
Minute Man stands defiantly at Concord bridge and 
a majestic Lincoln looks out by day and night to 
Capitol Hill. His hands left John Harvard sitting 
tranquilly in bronze under the elms of his college 
yard; they gave us the memorial to Longfellow in 
the poet’s beloved Cambridge, statues of Emerson, 
Choate, Phillips Brooks; the stone figures of the 
Miss Americas on the Federal building and the 
eagle screaming over Olive street. A New Hampshire 
lad, Daniel Chester French found his nation poor in 
the sculptor’s art. Dean of his field, he left it rich

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DR. UHLER’S SUSPENSION. 

Dr. John Earle Uhler, professor of English at Lou- 
isiana State University, has been suspended, follow- 
ing the publication of a novel by Uhler entitled “Cane 
Juice.”” The novel was sharply criticised by the Rt. 
Rev. Mgr. F. L. Gassler, pastor of St. Joseph’s Cath- 
olic Church of Baton Rouge. Father Gassler’s attack 
upon the book and Dr. Uhler’s reply were recently 
published in the Baton Rouge State-Times. 

In summing up his arguments, Father Gassler 
said: 

“Cane Juice” is a foolish parody on Bayou La- 
fourche; an insult to the intelligence of its Cre- 
ole inhabitants; a monstrous slander of the pur- 
est womanhood to be found in the United States. 
If the author were not wallowing in slimy an- 
imalism and mental filth, he could have made of 
this same subject a thing of beauty. Now it is 
an abortive attempt at the glorification of the 
exploded theory of evolution; a prostitution of a 
precious gift which the author owes to his Maker; 
an abomination pure and simple. 

Dr. Uhler attributed the differences between him 
and Father Gassler to their incompatible tempera- 
ments. “His philosophy and mine are the philosophy 
of an idealist as compared with that of a realist— 
the philosoph} of a man who sees'things as he thinks 
they ought to be and the philosophy of a man who 
tries to see things as they are.” The professor in- 
sisted he had the greatest respect for the Catholic 
church and for Creole delicacy, and the stanchest loy- 
alty to the State University. In fact, the point of 
his book is to show how the university develops the 
hero from a raw son of the soil into a leader of his 
people.

At last there are indications that Mr. Hoover will 
utilize this country’s tremendous power as the world’s 
creditor by making it the basis of an effort to reduce 
the world’s armaments. It is understood he will re- 


fuse to sanction a continuation of the morgtorium or 
a reduction in war debts unless arms curtailment. 


takes place. The debt moratorium, it has been clear 
since its inception in June, would be no more than 
a breathing spell in the world’s chaos unless coupled 
with reduction of the armament burden and reform 
in the outrageous system of post-war tariff walls. 
Mr. Hoover, having led the way with the debt holiday 
proposal, now seems about to forward the good work 
with pressure toward the second essential measure. 
Arms reduction would be a more potent remedy fer 
Europe and the world’s ailments than any conceiv- 
able revision of debts and reparations, better even 
than cancellation. The former Allies are scheduled to 
pay the United States $228,000,000 a year, while Ger- 
many remits to them $387,000,000 annually. These 
figures shrivel into insignificance alongside Europe’s 
huge armament expenditures—$2,370,000,000 a year. 
The total war dehts owed to this country are $11,- 
000,000,000. Should Europe cut her armaments in 
half, these debts could be paid from the savings in 
10 years. Every penny of the present prodigious war 
expenditures, greater than the pre-war budgets, Is 
ground out in taxes from the people. What a re- 
juvenated Europe and a better world we would see 
should these vast sums be turned to productive chan- 
nels and social services, with a resultant dwindling 
of the hatreds, fears and jealousies bred by the war 
preparations! 
The United States has power to accomplish this. 
By letting it be known that we will be a stern cred- 
itor if the armament waste continues, we can bring 
effective pressure on every one of the arming na- 
tions, for their hope of continued payments from Ger. 
many is ebbing fast. By giving notice that we 
will reduce payments or scale down debts in propor- 
tion to military economics, we can touch each nation 
on its sensitive budget nerve. The timing of the 
moratorium is perfect for such a plan. It expires 
next July; the Geneva arms conference begins next 
February. This will give the European nations five 
months for discussion and decision, and will afford 
an opportunity for public pledges better than any 
agreements between this country and its debtors. 
Premier Laval, on his imminent visit to Mr. Hoo- 
ver, doubtless will have a pitiful tale to unfold of 
French financial distress should the moratorium con- 
tinue, of how his nation would lose $100,000,000 each 
year it is prolonged. Mr. Hooyer, however, can 
speediiy show M. Laval how J ance can get the 
money—simply by a reduction of one-fourth in her 
military, naval and air budgets, which total $407,000,-

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AN OBSTACLE TO THE POOL? 

The new credit pool, set up at the behest of Pres!- 
dent Hoover, was incorporated yesterday as the Na- 
tional Credit Corporation. It has been authorized to 
issue up to $1,000,000,000 of debentures to subscribing 
banks, which are ‘being asked to participate to the 
extent of 2 per cent of their time and demand de- 
posits. This suggests a technical obstacle to the suc- 
cess of the plan. Let us assume a Missourt bank with 
deposits of $10,000,000 should become a subscriber. 
Its loan to the pool would total $200,000 at 2 per cent. 
But the capital and surplus of the bank is only $1,- 
000,000, and the law forbids a bank te lend more than 
10 per cent of its capital and surplus, in this case 
$100,000, to any one borrower. 

Obviously, many banks in the United States will 
not be able to contribute to the pool, for it is to 
aid banks in difficulties that the pool was formed. 
That may mean that, to raise a fund large enough 
for the purposes outlined by the President, subscrib- 
ers will be asked to contribute more than 2 per cent 
of their deposits. This will undoubtedly aggravate 
the conflict Letween legal provisions as to the amount 
of money banks éan lend to individual borrowers and 
the needs of the pool. The pool is a private institu- 
tion and possesses no power to give banks authority 
to waive legal restrictions: 
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“NOT DOWN THAT HOLE!”

Russia views herself as untouched by world crisis because Soviet system is superior to 
capitalism; writer says apparent immunity from depression is because country is 
just now being developed, and pzople have many unfilled wants; warns, however, 
that capitalist system must prove it is best plan or its future will not be assured.

HE present economic crisis differs in two 
T respects from past crises. Former crises 

were overcome because the possibility ex- 
isted of developing great tracts of virgin ter- 
ritory. But as soon as the next new country 
was fully developed, overproduction again 
occurred. The present wheat situation is a 
good illustration of the final phase. Itis 
the result of the development of Northwest- 
ern Canada, the last “Wild West.” 

It does not look today as if a new West 
would appear. Of course, the whole world 
is not yet completely developed, but the pro- 
duction of new territories is already so great 
that there is hardly any motive left for ex- 
ploiting further possibilities. It is futile to 
send men and money to new lands to pro- 
duce goods for which the demand is in- 
elastic. 

Thus, if a fertile, uninhabited continent 
should rise from the ocean today, its de- 
velopment would present a great - problem. 
Such a continent would be useful only if 


‘it absorbed men and capital long enough 


for a permanent change to be effected else- 
where. Of course, the necessary industrial 
equipment would be supplied by established 
firms, thus diminishing unemployment in 
the older countries, but the whole mancu- 
ver would prove useful only if the new set- 
tlers were kept busy satisfying their own 
wants for half a generation, so that their 
output would not compete with other na- 
tions producing raw materials. 
a . « 


Taken as a whole, the world is not suf- 
fering from want. Modern technique has 
made overproduction possible, and _  tech- 
nical inventions, such as the manufacture 
of nitrogen from the air, have the same 
significance as the discovery in former 
times of new productive territories. This 
displacement of the colonial problem—if it 
is possible to speak of it in this way—1is 
one peculiarity of the present crisis, 

The other peculiarity is wholly different. 
Every crisis is the) result of profound dis- 
turbances In the distribution system of 
world economy. Today we all know that 
technique can easily satisfy all human 
wants, and that the difficulty lieg in the 
deficient social structure of modern cap- 
italistic society. The same point has been 
emphasized in every crisis, though with 
Jess justification. The new factor today is 
that beside the world of private capital 
there stands a world of social capital, Soviet 
Russia, which claims that its people are 
quite untouched by the world crisis, which, 
it says, is entirely due to the system of pri- 
vate capital. ‘ 

It is doubtless true that no crisig exists 
in Russia today, no unemployment in the 
West European sense. But a colonial coun- 
try with inexhaustible resources, with a 
population density of only 26 persons per 
square kilometer in its European territery 
and only two per kilometer in its Astatic 
territory, scarcely more than half the den- 
sity of the Argentine or Brazil, a nation 
just beginning to build .up its industries, 
would not be suffering from tnemployment 
or from stagnant markets for its industrial 
products even under a system of private 
capital. Where there is want there can be 
no real surplus. / 

The technical achievement of the Russian 


A 
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Government in building up its industries 
must be admitted. But it is part of the 
modern European’s fear of reality that he 
is surprised when a country that forbids 
imports, lacks the capital to develop its 
industries and is clumsily copying the West 
is not yet faced with Western problems. 
Russia occupies somewhat the same position 
that the United States did when the West 
was being opened up, with this difference: 
Russia can now copy without effort tech- 
nical and executive methods that at that 
time had to be invented. 
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Naturally there is no unemployment in a 
country which has te resort to forced labor 
to achieve the man power necessary for 
production of raw materials, forces workers 
to move from one branch of industry to 
another and, despite every effort of its 
whole industrial system, has to ration out 
clothing. housing and other necessities in 
duantities that are not only far below the 
average European level, but are scarcely 
above the bare minimum of subsistence, 

A comparison of Russian foreign trade 
with the trade of other lands will give a 
clearer idea of the present state of affairs. 
The ithports and exports of Russia, with its 
160,000,000 inhabitants, are about half as 
large as those of Canada, with a population 
of 10,000,000, and about twice as large as 
those of the Irish Free State, which con- 
tains slightly more.than 3,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. Russian imports for 1930 averaged 
$5 per capita of population, as against $100 
for Ireland and $125 for Canada. Russian 
exports averaged $4.50 per capita as 
against $75 for Ireland and $105 for 
Canada. Even when all drawbacks 
taken into account, it remains clear that 
the capitalist system, in countries surely 
no richer in natural resources than Russia, 


has been able to produce much greater re-. 


sults than the Soviet system has as yet 
achieved. In any case, the standard of liv- 
ing.is much higher in both the above-men- 
tioned lands.

We should not let ourselves be overawed 
by Russian propaganda. We can recognize 
technical achievements without believing 
Russian propaganda when it asserts that 
the Soviet system has been able to accom- 
plish more in a shorter time in respect both 
to production and to distribution than cap- 
italism could have done. For, even if we 
do not believe all the cock-and-bull stories 
about forced labor in Russian lumber 
camps, conditions there do seem to bear 
a strong similarity to the Negro slavery of 
early capitalist days. ai 

On the ether hand, we cannot make the 
unemployed of Europe forget their own 
woes. by pointing out Russian tribulations. 
If they believe that the capitalist system 
is breaking down, it is entirely natural that 
they should turn to the Russian system, 
which seems to be free from such troubles. 
The fact that during the ‘present crisis 
there exists a Soviet system with which 
comparisons can be made constitutes the 
second element peculiar to our time. If 
capitalism cannot prove that it has accom- 
plished considerably more than the Russian 
system claims to have accomplished, its 
future in Europe is not assured,

When Reed was a_ boy selling 
newspapers his favorite summer 
sporr was standing in front of an 
open fire hydrant or following a 
sprinkler wagon. In 1905 he start- 
ed the practice of law in Wewoka, 
Ok., where the majority of his 
clients were Seminole Indians. 
Many of them, unable to pay for 
services, gave him land, which 
then was considered of little value, 
became the center of activity when 
the Seminole oil field was opened. 

As his royalties began to mount 
he remembered the days of the fire 
hydrant and the sprinkler cart and 
decided to build a wading poo! for 
children in Tulsa. Later he added 
eight others. Other cities to which 
he gave ornamental pools include 
Neosho and Carthage, Mo.; Par- 
sons, Emporia, Pittsburg and Cof- 
feyville, Kan.; Ardmore, Durant, 
Ada, Shawnee, Okmulgee, Grand- 
field, Lawton, McAlester, Eufaula, 
Muskogee, Sapulpa, Claremore and 
Hugo, Ok. : 

Of his gifts he once said: 

“It is just as natural for chil- 
dren as it is for ducklings and gos- 
lings to splash in water. Too few 
people realize how hard it is on 
children to have to grow up in a 
town where there is no chance to 
play in water. I know, from my 
own experince, that the childhood 
hunger for water in which to play 
is as keen as the hunger for food.

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Establish- 
ment cf commodity prices at pre- 
depression levels was demanded of 
Congress yesterday by the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau , Federation's 
Committee on the stabilization of 
the unit of value.

Covered shoul- 
ders were finished in a trim tailored 
fashion, one of them tied in a tai- 
lored knot of the material. A tai- 
lored belt with a buckle was ed 
at the natural waistline.

The lungs which expand and

As the lungs expand and con- 
tract, their pleural layer glides 
over the pleural layer of the chest 
wall, lubricated by a thin fluid se- 
creted by the pleura. 

The pleura is subject to a va- 
riety of diseases, infectious and 
otherwise. Inflammation of the 
pleura is termed pleurisy. 
Pleurisy may be either dry or 
moist. in most pleurisy or pleur- 
isy with effusion, fluid in varying 
quantities accumulates between the 
lung and the chest wall. At times 
is becomes necessary to drain this 
fluid, or, expressed in popular lan- 
guage, to “tap the lungs.” 
Pleurisy may develop as a com- 
plication to a number of diseases. 
Its most important association, 
however, is with tuberculosis, 

Every case of pleurisy not eyi- 
dently the result of some other dis- 
ease should be considered as the 
forerunner of tuberculosis, particu- 
larly if there be an effusion present. 

The patient should be subjected 
to a careful examination, including 
an X-ray of the chest. 

During an acute attack of pleur- 
isy the patient should stay in bed. 
Medical attention is essential, Pain 
may be relieved by compressing the 
affected side. 

The patient will instinctively lie 
upon it, and if that is insufficient 
the physician may see fit to strap 
down the affected side of the cheat. 

Since tuberculosis is most read- 
ily curable in its early stages one 
should always bear in mind the 
possibility that an attack of pleur- 
isy may be the early symptom of 
a developing tuberculosis.
